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Big increase 
in Covid-19

THERE were 217 coronavirus cases per 
100,000 in West Lancashire, which com- 
pares to the average area in England of 52 
for the period September 26 to October 2. 

There were 248 cases in West Lancashire 
in that period, which was up 117 on the 
previous week and the total cases in the 
borough up to October 5 is 1,360. 

There have been 118 coronavirus-related 
deaths registered in West Lancashire up to 
September 25. 

The pandemic has affected schools in the 
borough with staff and pupils at three 
classes at Pontville School in Ormskirk 
sent home to self-isolate after two mem- 
bers of staff tested positive for 
coronavirus. 

Pubs and bars have also been affected 
with the Legh Arms in Mere Brow closed 
until Thursday, October 15 after a staff 
member tested positive for coronavirus. 

A post on their social media page said: 
“A member of our team has tested positive 
to coronavirus to whom we have provided 
our full support. 

“We decided that temporary closure was 
our only option. 

“We are working tirelessly to contact all 
relevant customers who have visited us 
and are following official Government 
track and trace advice and guidance.” 

It added that a thorough deep clean of 
the premises will be carried out. 

Burscough restaurant Eden is also now 
closed until Wednesday, October 14 after a 
member of staff tested positive for Covid. 
The Ship pub at Lathom has also closed 
for a period after a staff member tested 
positive. 
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"ROGUE PRIVATE DRONE’ 


Device being flown over 
site during major incident 
‘delayed firefighting efforts’ 


FIRE crews who tackled a major blaze at a 
former historic pub in Westhead were hampered 
in their efforts by a ‘rogue private drone’ which 
was being flown overhead by a resident. 

A major blaze broke out at the site of what used to 
be the Halton Castle pub shortly after 11pm on Fri- 
day, October 2, with fire crews from Skelmersdale, 
Ormskirk and Greater Manchester attending the 
incident. 

However, firefighters were unable to deploy their 
own drone for half an hour because of a private 
drone which was being flown over the building. 

Flames and thick black smoke came out of the roof 
of the building on Castle Lane. The former pub has 
been empty since 2016, and permission was given 
for it to be demolished last year. 

Lancashire Fire Service protection service delivery 
manager Ian Armistead criticised the person who 
flew a “private rogue drone” over the site at the 
time they were fighting the fire.

Blue plaques to war 
hero and suffragette 
unveiled at Wharf

A WAR hero and a suffragette 
campaigner have been recog- 
nised with two Blue Plaques 
at Burscough Wharf. 

The lives of Edward Bridge 
and Harriett Mahood were due 
to be honoured in April, but this 
was delayed because of the 
pandemic. 

The Blue Plaques were finally 
installed on Wednesday, 
September 23. 

Due to present Covid restric- 
tions organisers were unable to 
hold a ceremony and hopefully 
this will be done at some stage 
next year. 

Edward Bridge was born in 
September 1893. He was awar- 
ded the Military Medal (MM) 
during the First World War for wiping out a German 
machine gun post. 

During the Second World War, he was given the 
British Empire Medal and was sent a personally 
signed letter from Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
saying he had been “stirred” to hear of Edward’s war 
work despite his injuries. 

Edward had become bed-ridden between the wars 
due to severe injuries, which his family believe were 
due to fighting in World War One. 

While convalescing, Edward began to take up an 
interest in radios and learnt Morse Code and 
obtained a licence from the government. He was 
recruited by the Radio Security Service (RSS) as a 
Voluntary Interceptor. 

He intercepted a message in July 1940 that led to 
his British Empire Medal, and was “extremely valu- 
able” to the war effort. 

Harriett Mahood was born in November 1860 in 
Liverpool. She originally ran a floristry business in

Wallasey and founded Mahood’s Nursery on Red 
Cat Lane after moving to Burscough. 

She was a women’s rights campaigner and suffra- 
gette and was the first female deacon in the Baptist 
Church in England. 

Michael Dawson, who is one of the people behind 
the project to get the Blue Plaques installed, said it 
had been “a great team effort.” 

A local drama group based at the Wharf are hope- 
fully going to perform, at some point, a short play 
about Harriett and Edward while special booklets, 
designed by Trevor Bridge, have been published, 
and are being delivered to local schools and care 
homes. 

Mr Dawson added: “We would like to thank the 
National Lottery Heritage Fund who have gener- 
ously supported and funded this project. 

“The funding as applied for successfully through 
my Images of Burscough Voluntary Community 
Group.” 


‘Rogue private drone’ hindered 
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Football club call for

Council told United to play

SKELMERSDALE United Football Club are call- 
ing for a “level playing field” after they were 
made to play their match behind closed doors 
on Saturday, yet hundreds of people were 
allowed to watch a junior league competition 
at the same the venue the following day. 

United’s home FA Cup tie against Lancaster 
City at the JMO Sports Park on Saturday was 
played with no supporters present on the 
orders of West Lancashire Council due to the 
rise in Covid-19 cases in the region. 

The club accepted the decision and with- 
drew the 150 match tickets they had already 
sold, refunding supporters at a cost of 
£1,400. 

The next day, however, the sports complex 
hosted a junior league competition with hun- 
dreds of spectators attending. 

The club is now calling for the council to be 
consistent in its rules for holding sports 
events. 

The club had originally begun selling tickets 
in line with FA and Government guidelines, 
and had worked to a capacity of 250 which 
was then reduced to 150, before the council 
P them not to allow any spectators in at 
all. 

Skelmersdale United chairman Paul Griffiths 
said: “The council told us they had made the 
decision about our matches because of a rise 
of Covid-19 cases in the borough and I have no 
argument with that. 

“However, I drove past Blaguegate on 
Sunday, and there must have been more than 
300 young people and adults taking part and 
watching the Skelmersdale Junior League. 

*Why can this happen, while we have to play 
behind closed doors? There needs to be a level 
playing field here. 

*We have followed all the guidelines and are 
stewarded properly." 

When contacted by the Champion, a council 
spokesperson referred to the advice given for 
attendance of spectators at sporting events on 
its website. 

It states: “As we are seeing an increase in the 
number of positive cases in West Lancashire 
we cannot support any public gathering which 
includes spectators to attend adult sporting

events at any level. 

*One parent or guardian per child may attend 
a child's sporting events for safeguarding reas- 
ons but must keep a safe distance apart from 
other parents." 

@ Burscough's scheduled league match at 
Bootle on Saturday was postponed as the home 
club have voluntarily ceased all activities for 
two weeks due to the rise in Covis-19 cases in 
the Liverpool area. 

Both Burscough and Skelmersdale's sched- 
uled home fixtures for yesterday (Tuesday) 
were postponed due to Covid-19 restrictions.

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Police visit Asda store 
on reports of shoppers 
not wearing masks

POLICE have visited the Asda store in 
Skelmersdale after residents complained that 
some shoppers were not wearing face masks in 
the shop. 

The visit took place after MP Rosie Cooper MP was 
contacted by constituents about ‘lax implementa- 
tion' of the Covid-19 regulations which have made 
wearing masks in shops necessary. 

M Cooper said: "It concerns me when residents 
are reporting that retailers may not be actively 
encouraging their customers to wear face masks to 
help reduce the spread of Covid-19. 

“I raised these concerns with Lancashire Con- 
stabulary and Asda Skelmersdale asking what 
measures are in place to ensure customers are wear- 
ing masks. 

“I am pleased to report that the police are actively 
working with the store and have been to visit, 


speaking with shoppers and advising them that not 
wearing masks could lead to fines. 

"Following the previous easing of restrictions the 
rate of the virus is growing and it is vital that health 
and safety measures in place not only for the public 
but for staff members." 

An Asda spokesperson said: "Government guid- 
ance states that retailers should take reasonable 
steps to promote compliance with the law and in all 
Asda stores we strongly encourage customers to 
wear a face covering. 

"This is done through signage and point of sale 
displays, broadcasts on our in-store radio station 
Asda FM and by offering packs of disposable masks 
for sale at the front of every store. 

“On the back of the letter from Rosie Cooper MB 
the police visited the store and had no concerns 
with the preventative measures we have in place in 
our Skelmersdale store.

Life jail term 
for man who 
murdered 
his friend

A MAN has been jailed for life for the murder 
of his friend. 

Janis Mikitovs was celebrating his 36th birth- 
day on March 28 and had invited his friend 
Kristaps Muzikants to come to his house in 
Skelmersdale the evening before to celebrate 
with him. 

But the celebrations turned to tragedy after 
Mikitovs stabbed his friend following a night of 
drinking. Mr Muzikants, 30, died in the early 
hours of March 28 as a result of a stab wound to 
the abdomen. 

A post-mortem examina- 
tion showed he had 
suffered a single 23-centi- [ 
metre knife wound which i) 
penetrated his liver and 
sliced through a major 
vein, causing catastrophic 
internal bleeding. 

Mikitovs initially 
claimed to police called to Janis Mikitovs 
the scene that his friend 
had gone outside and he had found him injured 
in the street. He later changed his story but 
claimed he had no knowledge of how Mr Muzik- 
ants got his injury. 

Mikitovs, 36, of Acregate, Skelmersdale, had 
denied murder but was convicted last month fol- 
lowing a trial at Preston Crown Court. 

He was jailed for life and will serve a minimum 
term of sixteen and a half years before he is eli- 
gible to apply for parole. 

Detective Chief Inspector Gareth Willis said: 
‘Janis Mikitovs has shown no remorse and told 
lies to try and cover up what he did. 

“He has offered no explanation for his actions 


and I know Kristaps’ family have found that espe- 


cially hard to come to terms with. 

“While no jail term can ever truly compensate 
for the loss of a loved one, I hope this sentence 
offers them some small comfort and that they are 
now able to start to try and move on with their 
lives. 

“This case sadly once again shows all too 


clearly the devastating consequences that can res- 


ult from violence involving the use of a knife.” 
In a tribute, Mr Muzikants’ family said: “Kristaps 

was a really nice person, he was always happy. 
“Our family is longing to see his face, his smile 

and hear his voice. We all miss him so much.” 


TSB branch closures 
are slammed by MP

TSB branches in Ormskirk and Skelmersdale are 
to close as part of the bank’s nationwide closure 
programme. 

TSB has said that the move has been “driven by a 
significant shift in customer behaviour", including a 
reduction in the number of customers using 
branches and a significant acceleration in digital 
adoption. 

Their Ormskirk TSB branch in Derby Street is cur- 
rently closed “due to coronavirus” and won't 
reopen. 

The Skelmersdale branch at The Concourse will 
close in May next year. 

MP Rosie Cooper said: “The closure of yet another 
high street bank is very, very disappointing for its 
customers in West Lancashire where TSB now have 
no branches and customers would need to travel to 
Wigan, Maghull, Formby or Southport to visit a 
branch. 

"TSB try to justify this decision by saying that 
their customer numbers at the Skelmersdale branch 
are down to just 48 per week. 

"The closure will not take place until May next 
year and in the interim, TSB staff will be working 
with customers to support them moving to tele- 
phone and internet banking and advising them of 
options to visit an alternative branch which if you 
don't have your own transport is going to be very 
difficult. 

"TSB advise that customers will also be able to 
continue everyday banking activities such as cash 
and cheque lodgement and withdrawals at the Post

Office. I have written to the Business Secretary to 
raise my concerns that banking choice and availab- 
ility is being eroded by continued branch closures 
across many of the major banks. 

"These banks were happy to take taxpayers' 
money and be propped up by the taxpayer when 
they were facing bankruptcy but now the banking 
community appears happy to neglect those very 
same taxpayers and shut up shop leaving disad- 
vantaged areas like Skelmersdale at further 
disadvantage. 

“When NatWest closed they sent their customers 
to the Post Office, now TSB are doing the same — so 
what guarantees can the Government give that the 
Post Office will always remain open in local towns 
such as Skelmersdale. 

“Ministers and the banks need to get a grip of this 
situation and plan what the future will look like for 
banking services and ensure they are providing 
access for ALL customers." 

Debbie Crosbie, chief executive of TSB, commen- 
ted: “Closing any of our branches is never an easy 
decision, but our customers are banking differently 
- with a marked shift to digital banking."

A COMPANY in Skelmersdale, run by a team of 
teachers and other educators, is providing a free 
fun, short set of emotional wellbeing animations 
for two to 11 year olds.

from ‘surrender bins’ 
around Skelmersdale

POLICE in Skelmersdale have released pictures 
of the 71 knives which have been left in the 
designated knife bins within the town. 

A spokesman for Skelmersdale Police shared an 
image (shown, right) on the force’s social media 
page and said: “This is a collection of knives which 
have been recovered from the designated knife bins 
within Skelmersdale. 

“The bins have been strategically placed by Lan- 
cashire Police violence reduction network in South 
division to allow the community to do the right 
thing in order to take knives and edged weapons off 
the streets of Lancashire and assist in the preven- 
tion of crime. 

“The bins have been emptied today and there was 
a total of 71 knives which have been taken off the 
streets of Skelmersdale, most of which are 
extremely menacing and could cause some serious 
injuries if not worse. 

“We would like to thank the people who have sur- 
rendered these knives and by doing so they have 
potentially prevented a horrendous crime.” 

Earlier this year the knife bins were installed 
across the county to give people a safe place to dis- 
pose of unwanted knives and sharp items. 

A total of 16 new safe and secure containers were 
located in busy, well-lit areas across Lancashire that 
are aimed to be easy to get to as part of the police’s 
work to keep knives off the streets. 

They aim to “provide people with a legal and safe 
way to surrender knives and bladed items.” 

It is hoped that the bins - which were recently 
emptied - will help keep unwanted bladed weapons 
out of circulation. The knives are being disposed of 
by the police unless there is an obvious sign one has 
been used in a crime.

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Consultation launched 
to end the scourge 
of ‘pavement parking'

SEFTON residents can have a say 
on whether pavement parking 
should be banned across England 
after the government launched a 
public consultation. 

It is currently illegal to park on 
the pavement in London and the 
government is looking to imple- 
ment this across the country. 

Three options in the consulta- 
tion, which is active until 
November 22, include: a London- 
style nationwide ban on pave- 
ment parking; improving the 
traffic regulation order process to 
make it easier for councils to pro- 
hibit pavement parking in their 
areas; and giving councils powers 
to fine drivers who park on pave- 
ments. 

Living Streets, the UK charity 
for everyday walking has been 
campaigning for an end to pave- 
ment parking. 

The charity believes all options 
in the consultation are steps in 
the right direction but that a 
nationwide default ban, with the 
ability to allow pavement park- 
ing in certain circumstances, 
would be much simpler to enact 
and easier for everyone to under- 
stand. 

Stephen Edwards, Director of 


Pavement parking can cause problems for pedestrians 


Policy and Communications, Liv- 
ing Streets said: “Pavement 
parking forces people with 
wheelchairs, buggies and those 
living with sight loss into the 
road and into oncoming traffic. 

"We're regularly contacted at 
Living Streets by disabled and 
older people who feel trapped in 
their homes because there isn't 
enough room on the pavement 
for wheelchairs or mobility scoot- 
ers. This has impacted more 
people during the pandemic with 
blocked pavements affecting 
everyone's ability to physically 
distance. 

“A green and sustainable recov- 
ery from Covid-19 relies on our 
streets being clear and safe." 


Transport Secretary Grant 
Shapps said: “Parking on pave- 
ments means wheelchair users, 
visually impaired people and par- 
ents with pushchairs can be 
forced into the road, which is not 
only dangerous but discourages 
people from making journeys. 

“A key part of our green, post- 
Covid recovery will be encour- 
aging more people to choose 
active travel, such as walking, so 
it is vital that we make the 
nation’s pavements accessible for 
everyone.”

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Plastic straws banned 
in bid to tackle single 
use pollution of oceans 


Report by Henry James 


LANCASHIRE Trading Standards is reminding 
retailers that the sale of straws, drinks stirrers 
and cotton buds made from plastic is now 
banned in an effort to tackle single-use 
pollution. 

The ban is just one step towards trying to tackle 
the problem of plastic pollution, which has seen 
over 150 million tonnes of plastic flooding into the 
world's oceans and creating huge floating garbage 
patches. 

A 2018 report estimated that plastic was due to 
treble in the world's oceans by 2025 - marine plastic 
already kills many millions of seabirds and mam- 
mals every year, and the problem is getting worse 
daily. 

The government estimates that around 4.7 billion 
plastic straws, 1.8 billion plastic-stemmed cotton 
buds and 316 million plastic stirrers are used in 
England each year. 

Although these single use items are now largely 
banned, there is an exemption for stock already in 
store before October 1, which can be sold through 
for the next six months, however no new stock can 
be purchased. 

The ban applies to single use items made wholly 
or partly from plastic, and sold to a consumer. 
Reusable alternatives or straws, stirrers and buds 
made from other materials are widely available and 
are allowed. 

There are also exemptions for straws on drinks 
cartons, those used in care homes, prisons, schools 
or nurseries, and to assist anyone with disabilities 
or medical needs. 

Lancashire Trading Standards Service will be 
enforcing the ban in Lancashire, and have the 
power to inspect, test purchase, request records and 
take samples.

Breaches can be a criminal offence, although a 
civil fine or a stop notice can also be imposed. 

County Councillor Albert Atkinson, cabinet 
member with responsibility for Trading Standards, 
said: “Straws may seem unimportant at first 
glance, but the government estimates that the UK 
uses 4.7 billion of them a year, amounting to 3,500 
tonnes of plastic waste. 

“The average person uses 130 of these items, 
which is a much higher usage per head than any 
other European country. 

“They are rarely recycled and take 200 years to 
decompose, becoming microplastics in our oceans, 
and adding to the roadside litter which costs local 
authorities a fortune to clear up.”

CONSIDERING that VW has reportedly pumped 60 billion Euros 
into its new ID range of electric models, Boris has got himself a bit 
of a bargain this week. 

A government headed up by the former motoring correspondent for 
GQ -and Im not making that up, I promise — has given a ‘significant’ 
amount of funding (although it won't disclose how much) to Lotus. 

Not to develop the long overdue successor to the Esprit, or to make 
the Elise four seconds quicker around Oulton Park on a track day. 
Nope, it's all part of a plan to let the chaps down in Norfolk develop a 
new series of zero emissions vehicles - which is a good thing for any- 
one who cares about cars. 

About two years ago I headed down to the factory in Hethel for the 
company's 70th anniversary party, and while there was a fair bit of 
misty-eyed nostalgia for the Elan and its go-faster Cortinas, the real 
news was that its Chinese owner, Geely, wanted it to become a pion- 
eering force for electric car tech. 

Anyone who's been watching another of Geely's acquisitions lately, 
Volvo, will know that company's gone for an all-out offensive with its 
electric and hybrid commitments, and now it seems Lotus is getting 
down to work too. Specifically, it’s been tasked with teaming with a 
tech company in Coventry called Sarginsons Industries and some aca- 
demics at Brunel University, to harness the ‘light weighting’ potential 
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ot himself a bargain! 


Lotus is being tasked with bringing its sports car know-how to electric vehicles 


of electric car tech. In other words, it's been asked to do what Lotus 
founder Colin Chapman originally set out to do with internal combus- 
tion sports car — to add lightness. 

Lighter cars aren't just better for the environment, but they handle 
better too. 

Lotus isn’t exactly being coy about what it’s getting out of all this 
eco-friendly stuff, either; it wants to develop “a full range of electri- 
fied Lotus performance cars, for the drivers.” 

Forget the all-electric Evija supercar and its otherworldly £2.4m 
asking price; nope, we're talking cars like the Elise, only ones that you 
can plug into the mains at night and go to bed, smug in the know- 


ledge that David Attenborough will love your Lotus as much as you 

do. Obviously, it'll be a couple of years before we see all of these zero 

emissions models, but IIl happily sneak into Hethel and stick ‘Electric 

d and ‘Electric Elan’ into the employee suggestion box if it 
elps. 

If Lotus can make electric cars handle as balletically as its petrol- 
powered ones, and shave a bit of flab of in the process, then I’m all for 
it. Who knew that helping to cut our carbon emissions could be so 
much fun?
